He is one who doeg not 
believe the published report that the 
street cars are running in San Fran- 
cisco again. He left there on the 26th 
and says ghdt from what he saw he 
is of the opinion that it will take half 
the summer to get the streets into con- 
dition again. When he left there the 
city authorities were tearing down 
| shaky walls and making preparations 
to clear the streets, but they had a 
long job ahead of them. The city is 
a total wreck, especially the business 
section, which is one chaotic mass of 
bricks and stone strewn in all direc- 
tions, so that in many cases it is diffi- 
cult to see where the streets were, tc 
| say nothing of having them cleared for 
the street cars. 

Mr. Crystal says that the fatalities 
in San Francisco will never be known. 
The greatest loss of life occurred in 
the lodging house district, and as the 
buildings were all burned up, leaving 
| no trace of those who were killed, and 
as there are so many people coming 
|and going in ‘Frisco all the time, of 

whom there is not and could not be 
| any record, it will be impossible to 

even accurately compute the fatalities.

SPRING SURPRISE 


May Go to the Country on a Proposal 
for New Hudson’s Bay Route 


Cee 


Winnipeg, May 2.—Premier Roblin 
and his colleagues are ai present giv- 
ing much consideration to the Hud- 
son’s Bay Railway question and a fur- 
ther declaration may be expected from 
the Government in the course of a few 
days. This information comes from a 
fniend of the administration, who says 
not to be surprised if the local house 
was dissolved about the time of the 
announcement, the Government playing 
the Hudson’s Bay Railway as _ its 
trump card. The surprise card which 
Roblin has up his sleeve is said to be 
the proposed route of the line to the 
Bay. At present the projected route 
is from a point a few miles from the 
westerly border of the province and 
thence north. This would not give to 
Manitoba a single mile of additional! 
railway as the Dauphin road would 
serve as part of the trunk line. 
political sense politicians figure 
that it would be a much stronger card 
to have a line running to the Bay al- 


most due north from Winnipeg. In 
line with this view the Government is 
adopt- 
ing aroute between Lake Winnipe;¢ 
and Lake Manitoba. The route would 
probably lie east of Lake St. Martin 
crossing the Dauphin river which em- 
pties into Lake Winnipeg at Sturgeon 
Bay and continuing north across the 
Saskatchewan at Grand Rapids. Ly 
the adoption of this route there would 
be considerable saving in distance and 
the Hudson’s Bay line proper would 
run almost directly north and south 
across the entire province excepting 
sixty miles between Winnipeg and*the 
boundary.

Dear Sir— 

| We have asquired property between 
| Tenth and Eleventh streets from Mac- 
| Kanzie avenue to the rear of lots fac-

sketch herewith, and purpose putting 
in tracks and freight sheds and we 
| would like a bylaw passed by the city 
council authorizing us to construct two 
tracks over MacKenzie avenue, also a 
bylaw passed closing Peace and Atha- 
basca avenues where the same inter- 
sects our property. The blocks are but 
500 feet long, and it is necessary that
